L PASO (Tex.) June 25.—A 
E dilapidated old farm wagon 


drew up at the international bridge 
this afternoon. At the command 
of the sergeant of the guard, the 
Mexican driver began pulling tat- 
tered old trunks down off the load 
into the street to be examined. 
Gen. Ramon Casor, a former Villa 
commander, was on the way to the 
front. Like many: another famous 
commander, he was not proud. He 
jJuggied his own trunks down off the 
lcad and wiped the sweat from his 
Napoleonic brow with a graceful 
swiping movement of his hickory 
shirt sleeve.

Private Harris of the Tenth Cavalry Says Scouts Ap- 
proached Carrizal Peacefully and Instantly All Were 
Surrounded—Those Who Escaped Rode Through the

A survivor of the engagement, Sam 
H. Harris, a dusky private of Troop 
C, Tenth Cavalry, was brought to 
the border late this afternoon, suffer- 
ing from wounds in his left shoul- 
der and arm. From him came the 
assertion that pitted against the 
eighty-four men of the American de- 
tachment were fully 700 Mexicans, 


“To top it off,” said Harris, “they 
had a machine gun and bac sur- 
prised us, 

“We approached them in a e- 
ful way and never had an idea that 
they would try to massacre us. Had 
we known they wanted fight, we: 
could have given it to them. I guess 
they got enough at that.” 

Harris’s troop was entirely sur- 
rounded by the Carranzistas he said. 
He escaped wounded, from the cor- 
don the enemy had drawn around 
the Americans, by riding straight 
through their line on his charger, 
which also had been wounded. He 
rode this horse until it fell from loss 
of blood, and then nabbed another 
fleeing animal with which he eventu- 
ally caught up with other survivors 
who he accompanied to field head- 
quarters. 

Harris's account of the battle and 
his escape was expressive and col- 
orful. Tears came to his eyes as he 
recounted the heroic effort of his 
wounded charger to bear him to 
safety. 

“That horse sure saved my life,” 
he said. “I want you to know I let 
him see how I appreciated it. 


STORY OF MASSACRE. 
“Our troop, with Capt. Boyd com- 
manding, had pulled up before Car- 


rizal. The captain ordered every- 
one to dismount and we all got down. 
I was a horseholder and I_ took 
charge of some animals while their 
riders stood at attention. 

“Just after Capt. Boyd went for- 
ward, my horses got nervous and 
began to prance around, I lost what 
was going on, looking after those 
fool animals. — 

“Next thing I knew the shooting 
had started. I looked around. Capt. 
Boyd was down and I couldn't see 
him. I kept on looking. There were 
easily 700 of those ‘greasers’ around 
us. They had come up right out 
;of the ground, forming a half circle. 
Our men kept on falling. The first 
shots came from a machine gun. It 
was trained right on us, and believe 
me, it talked fast. Every few min- 
utes—it might have been seconds, for 
all I know—it would let up while 
the operator was putting in more 
clips. Then you could pick out the 
clicks of the rifle fire. 


“It wasn't more than two min- 
utes before the Mexicans. had sur- 


| rounded us. We were right there

in the middle, fighting like the 
djckens. All around, the horses were 
rearing and plunging.

“I couldn’t fight for I had to keep 
after those mounts. Pretty soon my 
own horse, a great big fellow, stag- 
gered and whinnied. They had hit 
him in the neck. 

“I put my hand on the spot where 
the blood was spouting out. It was 
then they got me—in the shoulder. 

“I lost control of the animals com- 
pletely. My own horse was whin- 
nying and tugging on his rope. I 
could see fellows dropping all around 
me, and horses were running off, 
over their bodies. We didn’t have a 
show in the world and I saw it. I cut 
the horses loose and climbing on 
my animal, hit it for the thinnest 
part of the circle, 


“I went right through the Mex!- 
cans. My horse brushed two of 
them out of the way as we charged. 

“I owe my life to that brave horse 
sure as you live. Don’t you know 
that animal] was so brave and big 
hearted that he carried me along for 
ten miles before he settled down to a 
walk. Five niles further on his legs 
just gave out, and he went down. 

“Man, I hope you don’t ever have 
to say good-by to a horse like that, 
at a time and place like that. It 
seemed to me I couldn't leave him. 
I looked back to see if there was 
anyone following. There wasn't 
so I knelt down and poured a little 
water from my canteen on his 
tongue. He was slipping fast and 
I just told him how sorry I was. 
I thanked him for the mighty big 
favor he did me. Yes sir, I thanked 
him, like he was human. And I guess 
he understood, for he got that look/ 
in his eyes animals have when they 
are grateful.* You know. 

“I wanted to stay longer but he 
was about gone, coughing blood. No 
use my staying when some of those 
‘greasers’ might catch up and get 
I was bleeding, too, and in 
I thanked him again and said 
good-by.

BADLY NEEDED. 


Less than Six Hundred are 
Available for Mexico. 


Remedy Situation, 


Best Ordnance is Being Sold 
to European Nations. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. } 
WASHINGTON BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, June 25.—No definite 
steps have yet been taken by the 
American government to overcome 
the alarming shortage of machine 
guns in the army, it was learned 
this afternoon. With actual hostil- 
ities facing the United States on the 
Mexican border and with the 110 
regiments of militia absolutely with- 
out a single machine gun, the gov- 
ernment apparently has been con- 
tent to let the situation stand as it 
is, its only move being toward an 
unofficial and quiet embargo on the 
shipment of these guns from Ameri- 
can ports. 

‘There are now only 1077 machine 
guns in the possession of the army. 
Many of these are in the Philip- 
pines, many at the coast defense, 
many at Panama and many scat- 
tered among the various insular pos- 
sessions. The actual number avail- 
able for service on the Mexican 
border, probably does not exceed 
600 guns, if there are that many. 
Even these are of an admittedly in- 
ferior type to the guns used in the 
European war and actually manu- 
factured in\the United States. 


BAKER NON-COMITTAL. 


Yet this afternoon Newton D. 
Baker, Secretary of War, said in 
reply to a question: “I can not even 
concede that there is a shortage of 
machine guns in the army.” 

Previous to this he had said in 
answer to a query as to whether the 
United States would take advantage 
of a reported offer from the Entente 
allies to permit the United States 
to take over munitions of war, now 
being manufactured in this country 
for the use of allies, that no such 
offer ever hadi been made. 

“I can not even discuss the possi- 
bility of such an offer being made.” 
he said. “I can’t say what would 
happen if such an offer were made.” 
. It was learned from other sources, 
however, that since the call for 
the militia by the President last 
Sunday, no shipments of machine 
guns have left the United States for 
foreign ports except possibly a few 
guns that were at that time lying on 
the wharves waiting to be loaded on 
ships. Since that time all such ship- 
ments have been held up, it is un- 
derstood, the manufacturers co-op- 
erating with the government in con- 
serving their supplies. The contrac- 
tors for the European governments 
affected by the withholding of these 
shipments, it is reported, have in- 
terposed no objections to this course 
and have shown no disposition to 
hold the manufacturers to their 
contracts. 

A COMPARISON. 

Figures obtained today at the War 
Department are ample to convince 
even the most skeptical of the sérious 
shortage of machine guns in the 
United States Army. According to 
the best information obtainable by 
this government, the following are 
the numbers of machine guns pos- 
sessed by the several governments: 
Germany, 75,000 guns; France, 45,000 
guns; England, 35,000 guns; United 
States, 1077 guns. 

The Germans, {t is belleved in 
arms circles here, have a machine 
gun to every twenty men along the 
whole western front. While the Ger- 
man standard would call for about 
nineteen guns to every regiment of 
the same size as an American regi- 
ment, the Germans have thousands 
of guns in addition to this number. 
These are used at critical points 
along the battle line. 

The French, it is said, are hold- 
ing a great portion of their Verdun 
lines with machine guns, and are 


they are upon their famous light 
artillery. They are not far behind 
the Germans in the number of men 
per gun. 

Army officers say the English and 
French average twelve or fourteen 
machine guns to a regiment the size 
of an American regiment. 

. STANDARD LOW. 

The present American standard is 
four machine guns to the regiment 
and an additional gun to the regi- 


ment to be used as a “spare.” In 
addition to these guns assign to 
the regiments, there are a number 


of guns in use all along the border 
by smaller units holding strategic 
positions. This standard has been 
recently raised by army officers to 
twelve guns per regiment, but the 
guns necessary to carry out this new 
policy are not yet provided for. 

The ordance department of the 
army has even recommended that 
the number of machine guns per 
regiment be reduced from four to 
two. in order that the militia regi- 
ments may not be compelled to go 
to the border absolutely unequipped 
with what the army officers admit Is 
the most effective weapon of modern 
armies. 

There are now forty-six regiments 
in the regular army. Nine regi- 
ments are being formed and ap- 
proximately 110 militia regiments 
have been called. This makes 165 
regiments to be supplied with ma- 
chine guns, not counting a single 
one of the approximately 300 regi- 
ments that would be raised if a 
call for 600,000 volunteers was is- 
sued. 

Thus, in order to supply each regi- 
ment with twelve machine guns, ac- 
cording to its new standard, the 
government would have to have 
1880 such guns. As there are only 
fabout 600 guns available this would 
mean that the government would 
have to obtain at the least 1280 
guns.

BRITISH AIRMAN 
KILLED IMMELMANN.

BERLIN (via London) June 25.— 
Details of the last flight of First 
Lieutenant Immelmann, the famous 
German aviator, contained in letters 
from the front, show that he was 
killed in a combat with a British 
flier, which was one of a group of 
three Immelmann engaged despite 
the opposing odds.

SWEDEN KEEPS 


OUT OF WAR. 


Country Now Insured of ° 
Strict Neutrality. 


All Internal Differences are 
Amicably Adjusted. 
People Breathe Easy First 


Time in Two Years. 


[4. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. } 

STOCKHOLM, June 2.—The 
Swedish {people are breathing more 
easily now than at any time since 
the war began. They are convinced 
at last that their king and their 
government are determined to main- 
tain a strict and impartial neutral- 
ity until peace shall have been de- 


Clared and they are plunging with 
renewed vigor into a prosperity un- 
precedented in the history of the 
country. 

That Sweden would give up this 
Prosperity and the happiness which 
has come with it, for the perils, the 
poverty and the misery of war 
seemed unthinkable to the foreign 
observer, but it cannot be denied 
that the political and international 
crisis through which the country 
passed the latter part of May brought 
it dangerously near to the brink of 
catastrophe. Not that the people 
wanted war—far from it—but the 
anti-Russian propaganda carried for- 
ward by an influential group of poll- 
ticians known as the Activists at- 
tained for a time a momentum which 
threatened all the dictates of neu- 
trality and was outspokenly an ef- 
fort to force Sweden into war with 
her traditional enemy, Russia, and 
thus ally this part of Scandinavia 
with the Central powers. 

This Activist movement was de- 
nounced by the Socialists and 
Liberals in the Swedish Parliament 
as more pro-German than pro-Swed- 
ish and wag referred to, on one oc- 
casion by Socialist Leader Branting 
as having a “dangerously strong 
financial backing.” The  pro-Ger- 
man press of Sweden carried the 
Campaign at times to a violent ex- 
treme and the bitterness engendered 
between these papers and those rep- 
resenting the Liberal and Socialist 
elements of the country may not be 
effaced for years to come. 

The Liberals and Socialists frank- 
ly feared for a time that the influ- 
ential Activists would win over the 
support of the Conservative Party, 
which still controls the upper house 
of Parliament and is supposed to 
more than hold the balance of power 
in what is theoretically a coalition 
cabinet. But when the test came, 
when the situation was at its worst, 
the Conservatives threw their 
strength with the other two parties 
in a determination to keep Sweden 
out of the war at any cost. 

It so happened that the Activist 
campaign, designed to upset the neu- 
trality of Sweden, actually brought 
about an agreement among the con- 
tending political factions of the 
Swedish Parliament which has given 
Swedish neutrality a stability and 
a standing before the belligerent \na- 
tions it had not enjoyed before. This 
agreement was the immediate result 
of an Activist interpellation in Par- 
liament calling attention to the al- 
leged permanent character of for- 
tifications being erected by the Rus- 
sians on the Aland Islands in the 
Baltic, and asking what the govern- 
ment proposed to do about it. At 
night the lights of the Alands are 
visible from the eastern-most points 
of Sweden and the nearest of these 
isles is but six hours sail from 
Stockholm. Russia had given in- 
formal assurance to Sweden that the 
fortifications were only temporary, 
being erected for the purpose of pro- 
tecting certain mine-fields and thus 
defending the islands from possible 
capture by the Germans. Sweden 
was further assured that the fortifi- 
cations would be removed at the 
end of the present war. 


STRATEGIC POINT. 


The Aland Islands command abso- 
lutely the waterways entering the 
Gulf of Bothnia and as a naval base 
they also command the entrance to 
the Gulf of Finland, and hence the 
way to the Russian capital. Strong- 
ly fortified and in the hands of Rus- 
sia, they practically make it im- 
possible for Germany to use her 
navy in the Northern Baltic waters. 


They also give Russia the oppor-j] 


tunity for an outflanking movement 
in the event of a German naval or 
military diversion north of the Gulf 
of Riga. The military strategists 
tach much importance to the Baltic 
the coming summer and realize that 
it may play a very prominent part 
in the German campaign against 
Russia. All these facts, considered 
together, led the Liberals and So- 
cialists to the conclusion that the 
agitation of the Alands question was 


designed wholly in favor of 
the Germans. Sweden, and 
Russia, too, for that mat- 


ter, fully expected when the war 
broke out that Germany at once 
would seize the Aland Islands as a 
base for naval operations. The is- 
lands were entirely without protec- 
tion at that time and their possess- 
ion would have enable Germany to 
bottle up fhe Gulf of Bothnia and 
safeguard all her operations in the 
Baltic—the very operations she 
must now undertake if German arms 
are to pass Riga in the direction 
of Petrograd. 

But at the outbreak of the war 
Germany seemed to fear a British 
fleet might enter the Baltic through 
the great belt of nmark and she 
kept the bulk of her navy in south- 
ern waters. ~Finally Denmark de- 
cided to cloge the Great Belt to all 
belligerents and she strewed it with 
powerful mines. This action closed 
the only deepwater entrance or out- 
let to the Baltic, other than the Kiel 
Canal, and the German fleet was 
left freedom of action.in that sea. 
So on August 20, 1914, there came a 
German naval diversion against the 
Alands archipelago. By this time, 
however. Russia had mined - the 
Aland waters and the German feet 
managed only to destroy some sig- 
nal stations. 

Another element of importance at- 
tached to the Alands when British 
submarines managed to pass the 
shallow sound seperating Denmark 
and Sweden and entered the Baltic. 
The Alands are now effering them a 
splendid base, and the recent acti- 
vities of Russian submarines have 
put a sudden stop to German ship- 
ping in the Northern Baltic. The 
submarines also constitute a con- 
tinual menace against any naval 
craft which may venture out of the 


negotiations of the North} Danish 


| Sea-Baltic treaty in 1908, Russia 
promised her present allies, Great 
Britain and France, out of consider- 
ation for Sweden, not to fortify the 
Aland Islands. The Swedish people 
are a unit in regarding as a threat 
and a menace any permanent mili- 
tary works on this archipelago. But 
they now have the assurance of 
both France and Great Britain as 
well as Russia that the works near- 
ing completion are not of that char- 
acter and will all be taken away 
when the present war is ended. Prof. 
Steffens, author of the Alands in- 
terpellation, has declared such prom- 
ises are worthless, that the present 
war has shown that diplomatic notes 
and promises are indeed but “scraps 
of paper,’ not to be regarded when 
conflicting with the interest of a 
belligerent. 

But the renewed assurances from 
the Entente powers appear to have 
completely satisfied the government 
and the leaders of the three great 
parties. And so came the agree- 
ment, dramatically staged in the 
Parliament on May 17, when the 
Foreign Minister, Mr. Wallenberg, 
speaking for the King and govern- 
ment, said he was in a position to 
reaffirm the solemn declarations of 
neutrality previously proclaimed. He 
said the government regarded the 
question of the fortification of the 
Aland Islands as one of vital impor- 
tance to Sweden, but he assured the 
Riksdag and the people of Sweden 
that the government would neg- 
lect nothing to preserve the rights 
and interests of Sweden. Sweden, 
he added, would always maintain 
her right of self-determination, but 
in the face of a very difficult situa- 
tion she had already shown her 
steadfast desire to fulfill the demands 
of a strict and impartial neutrality as 
well as an eager deire not to be 
drawn into any warlike entangle- 
ments. 

The proceedings in the Riksdag, 


or Swedish Parliament, had all been 


arranged in advance, and Mr, Wal- 
lenberg had scarcely taken his seat 
in the second chamber when the 
leaders of the three parties in turn 
arose and indorsed all that he had 
said. This same plan then was car- 
ried out in the first chamber and 
there was rejoicing through all of 
Sweden that a serious crisis had been 
safely passed. 

The Activists, however, chose an 
effective weapon when they took up 
the Alands question. They had at- 
tempted from time to time to arouse 
the people against England because 
of the blockade, but the response 
to this appeal was meagre. Ever 
since the loss of Finland, however, 
Russia has been a traditional enemy 
of Sweden in the minds of many of 
the Swedish people and it has been 
comparatively easy to arouse their 
fears. 

The wholesome fear on the part 
of Liberals and Socialists that the 
Activist campaign might force a 
condition which would lead to war, 
was based partly upon the significant 
events in Sweden, which immediately 
preceded the outbreak of the Euro- 
pean war. During the winter of 
1913-14 the agitation against Rus- 
sia and in favor of military pre- 
paredness in Sweden had bee car- 
ried on to such an extent that on 
February 6, 1914, 30,000 Swedish 
farmers, organized in what was called 
a “Bondetag” or “yeomans’ march, 
came to Stockholm, marched to the 
Royal Palace and addressing the 
King, assured him of their willing- 
ness to bear any added taxation re- 
quired for the national defense. 

The agitation at this time was 
participated in by the Conservative 
party. The government, however, 
was Liberal and had taken an inter- 
mediate position between the Con- 
servatives, who urged every sort of 
sacrifice’ to increase the army and 
navy, and the Socialists, who claimed 
it was foolish for a small country 
like Sweden to attempt to keep pace 
with the armaments of the larger 
powers of Europe. 

The address of the yeomen, com- 
ing as a climax to the propaganda 
of patriotism waged throughout the 
country, stirred King Gustave to a 
reply, which immediately brought 
about a ministerial and political 
crisis, 

“No king of those who before me 
have worn the crown of Sweden, 
he said, “has in the same manner 
as I been allowed the privilege of 
standing on this spot, face to face, 
with the commoners of Sweden and 
listening to their voices. The knowl- 
edge of your unshakable confidence 
in your King invests my royal duty 
with a doubled responsibility, but at 
the same time makes it easier of ful- 
fillment, and I promise that I will 
not fail you. You may be assured 
that I will never compromise with 
my conviction in.the question of what 
I regard right and necessary in or- 
der to guard the independence of 
our fatherland. The standards for 
readiness of service and preparation 
for war formulated by experts with- 
in my army I will not recede 
from. You all know that this means 
an extended time of military service 
for citizens, especially with regard to 
winter training. In order to perform 
the great tasks before it my navy 
must be not only be maintained but 
very considerably increased.” 

Thus the King spoke without pre- 
vious consultation with the Liberal 
government, headed by Kar! Staaf, as 
Prime Minister. It was held by 
many of the Liberals that the King 
had flagrantly violated bjs constitu- 
tional imitations, and thereupon the 
Ministry resignéd. The King called 
upon Hjalmar fammarskjold, who 
formed provisional government, 
not representing any political party 
but known as “The King’s Cabinet. 

General elections were ordered 
and an exciting campaign was waged, 
the Conservatives raising the war 


King to “resign”’—if he could do 
such a thing—and the Liberals at- 
tempting to keep in between. The 
result was that both Conservatives 
and Socialists made gains from the 
Liberals, the Socialists making by 
far the greater gains. There was 
talk of a. compromise upon the 
King’s policy of armament when the 
European conflagration flared up. 
Party lines then were forgotten and 
the compromise government has ex- 
isted to this day. In county coun- 
cil elections recently held, however, 
the Socialists, outspoken for peace 
and continued neutrality, have con- 
tinued to make significant gains, 
bringing about the prediction that 
when another general election is 
held the Socialists will be able to 
control the government. 

The Socialists and Liberals feared 
there might be another “national 
demonstration” this year, as in 1914, 
to influence the King and his Cab- 
inet, but wiser counsels prevailed and 
it is felt now that the Activists have 
played their last card and need not 
be reckoned with again. 

There is no doubt that if the Ac- 
tivists had succeeded in forcing 
Sweden into the war this country 
would have lost the support and 
sympathy of the other two-thirds of 
Scandinavia—Denmark and Norway. 
Ever since the conference at Copen- 
hagen in March, the three countries 
have been in agreement as to poli- 
cies of neutrality and defense. They 
have agreed to act together in mat- 
ters of common interest to all, such, 
for instance, as the stoppage of 
Scandinavian mails in England, but

FIFTEEN THOUSAND 
GUARDSMEN TO GO.

NEW YORK, June 25.— Fifteen 
thousand National Guardsmen from 
the States of New York, Massachu- 
setts, New Jersey and Connecticut 
will start for the Mexican border 
tomorrow, Maj.-Gen. Leonard Wood 
announced late tonight. 

In all there will be eleven regi- 
ments of infantry, one complete reg- 
iment of cavalry, one complete reg- 
iment of field artillery, with the us- 
ual hospital and ambulance units 
and signal corps for such a force.

PROGRESSIVES’ 
LAST SQUEAK. 


Demise of Party is to be 
Accomplished Today. 
Great Majority to Declare for 

Republican Ticket. 


National Committee to Hear 
Roosevelt’s Statement, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, June 25.—Rampant Bull 
Moosers will take the warpath at 
tomorrow's meeting of the Progres- 
sive National Committee. Unless all 
signs fail, the leaders who favor ac- 
tion in accordance with the advice of 
Theodore Roosevelt will find an in- 
surrection on their hands. 

There will be trouble and all sorts 
of it. A day of fervid oratory is in 
prospect. Unanimous action of any 
sort is a rgmote possibility. All the 
practical men formerty associated 
with the party have gone back un- 
der the Republican standard and the 
few disturbers who came from 
Democratic ranks have also eased 
their way back, since there is no 
hope of office or profit by remain- 
ing longer with the Moosers. This 
leaves the few malcontents without 
a leader, 

If a majority of the committee 
decides to follow Roosevelt into the 
Republican party, a minority is cer- 
tain to line up for President Wilson 
or else turn in desperation to the 
Prohibition or Socialist party. Action 
by a majority on the other hand, in 
favor of a Progressive third party 
ticket will not deter a minority from 
supporting Hughes. 

 G.O.P. NOT WORRIED. 

No matter what the Progressives 
do, the Republicans are not worried 
over the situation. With Roosevelt 
declaring himself flatly for Hughes 
as it is well known he will do in a 
statement to be read at tomorrow's 


any scattering opposition from Pro- 
gressives will not cut any figure. The 
Progressives who advocate the sub- 
stitution of a new Presidential can- 
didate on their ticket in place of 
Roosevelt, it is asserted, will be un- 
able to find any man of national 
prominence who would make the 
race. From the Republican view- 
point, tomorrow's meeting will mark 
the demise of the Progressive party, 
no matter what action may be taken. 

George W. Perkins, chairman of 
the Progressive National Executive 
Committee; John W. McGrath, secre- 
tary to Col. Roosevelt, and about a 
dozen eastern Progressives arrived 
this afternoon, Others from the West 
and South also put in an appearance. 
Numerous conferences were held to- 
night. 

Mr. Perkins was cautious about 
stating his own views in advance of 
tomorrow's meeting. It is taken for 
granted, however, that he will ad- 
vise the committee to  indorse 
Hughes in accordance with the 
wishes of Col. Roosevelt. 

William Flinn of Pittsburgh, pic- 
turesque Bull Moose leader, de- 
clared himself flatly for Hughes, 

FLINN FOR HUGHES. 

“I am for following Roosevelt and 
supporting Hughes,” said Mr. Flinn. 
“The Republicans have nominated 
their best man and have adopted a 
Progressive platform. There never 
will be a better time to get back in- 
to the Republican party.” 

Insurgent Progressives who insist 
they will not support Hughes were 
more in evidence than those with 
views like Flinn. ' 

A conference of the insurgents 
was held in the room of John M. 
Parker of Louisiana, the Progressive 
nominee for Vice-President. Park- 
er, who is a former Democrat, is 
strong for a third ticket. Others in 
the conference were Matthew Hale 
of Massachusetts, J. H. Wyllie of 
Iowa and L. G. Engen of North Da- 
kota. Mr. Hale said he did not care 
to state his own views in advance of 
today’s meeting, but admitted that 
his instructions from Massachusetts 
Progressives were to oppose any in- 
dorsement of Hughes. Furthermore, 
he said, the Progressives of his State 
by formal action had declared they 
would not be bound by any action 
of the national committee. 

Mr. Wyllie and Mr. Engen both 
declared they had had numerous 
letters from Progressives in their 
respective States urging that a third 
ticket be put in the field. Dr. E. M. 
Harris, Progressive committeeman 
from Rhode Island, expressed him- 
self emphatically, against 
mation with Republicans. 

DR. HARRIS’S VIEWS. 

“T haven't any use for Hughes,” 
eald Dr. Harris. “I wrote Col. 
Roosevelt recently that I hadn’t a 
very good opinion of a man who, 
though a justice of the Supreme 
Court, wouldn’t express himself on a 
matter of patriotism. 

“As between Hughes and Wrison 
most of the Rhode Island Progres- 
sives will vote for Wilson. I don’t 
know whether it will be possible for 
the Progressives to get anyone to 
run for President, but I belleve our 
party organization should be main- 
tained.” 

Mr. McGrath has possession of the 
Roosevelt letter declining to accept 
the Progressive nomination for 
President and urging the committee 
to indorse Hughes.

AVOIDS HOLE, 
“GOES TO DEATH. 


One Killed, Four Injured as 
Automobiles Collide. — 


Methodist Pastor and Wife are 
Among the Victims. 


Bad Place in Road Leads to 
Fatal Accident. 


One man was instantly killed, a 
woman 80 seriously injured she may 
die and three others, all occupants 
of the same automobile, were seri- 
ously injured when their machine 
collided with another automobile at 
Eighty-eighth and Main streets at 
10 o'clock last night. None of the 
occupants of the second car was 
injured. 

The dead man was William C. 
Conkling, 47 years of age, formerly 
of No. 222 Manor street, owner and:

The injured are: The Rev. Har- 
ry B. McFarland of No. 118 West 
Ninety-first street, contusions on the 
head and suffering from shock. 


Mrs. Harry B. McFarland, of No. 
118 Wet Ninety-first street, left eye 
destroyed, skull partly torn away, 
may dle. 

Charies Grubb, of No. 127 West 
Ninety-first street, contusions of the 
head and face. 

Edwin Grubb, aged 8 years, son of 
Charles Grubb, concussion of the 
brain, bruises and serious shock. 

All the injured were taken to the 
Receiving Hospital by W. J. Curry, 
Jr., who was passing the point where 
the accident happened. 

HOLE IN THE ROAD. 

The occupants of the other auto- 
mobile were Carl H. Kahler, wife 
and daughter, of No. 509 South Ho- 
bart avenue, and Mr. and Mrs. ©. E. 
Miller of No. 1704 Lenox avenue, 
They had been to the beach and 
were returning to their home when 
the accident appened. 

Rev. McFarland, pastor of the 
Westland M. E. Church, gave the fol- 
lowing version of the accident: Mr. 
Conkling drew up at the church 
steps and invited my wife and I to 
ride home with him. Mr, Grubb 
and his son were already in the 
machine. We started and suddenly 
our machine turned out to pass a 
hole in the road... We dashed into 
the machine driven by Mr. Kahler 
and we turned completely over. Our 
ma@hine was not traveling at a 
great rate of speed.” 

PINNED BENEATH CAR. 

Mr. Kahler told the police that 
he wag driving north on Main street, 
going at a moderate rate of speed, 
when the other machine turned di- 
rectly in front of him. The Kahler 
automobile struck the smaller ma- 
chine in such a way as to turn it 
over, although it was traveling at a 
slow rate. All the occupants of the 
automobile driven by Mr. Conkling 


| were pinned beneath their machine 


and dragged a short distance. Mr. 
Conkling was dead when the Receiv- 
ing Hospital was reached. He prob- 
ably was killed outright when the 
auto turned over. 

There is considered small chance 
that Mrs. McFarland will recover, as 
a part of her skull was torn away. 
Notwithstanding the seriousness of 
the injury, she did not lose con- 
sciousness and directed the sur- 
geons in their work.

AIRSHIP AT DOWNEY. 


Plane Nearing Completion at Plant 
of Private Company is to be 
Offered to Government in 
Case of War—Builders 
Rush the Work. 


Apparent nearness of war has 
hastened work at the Rotary 
Machine Works of Downey, where a 
military aeroplane is now under con- 
struction. A company was 0or- 
ganized there a few months ago for 
the purpose of manufacturing aero- 
planes, The firm is composed of 
Clarence Brown, who is the builder 
of the plant; William Roepkie, en- 
gine expert and aeroplane mechanic, 
and 8S. A. Appold, a licensed aviator, 
both the latter of the Glenn Martin 
factory. 

The first machine, which is now 
nearing completion, is bwilt on the 
design of the German albatross, re- 
cently captured by the British, and 
is equipped with a 100-horse-power, 
six-cylinder Roberts motor. It is 
designed to carry two passengers be- 
sides the pilot and was originally 
intended for use in an aeroplane 
school, 

Mr. Appold states, however, that 
the country’s service will be first in 
his mind and that he can be ready 
on short notice, should the govern- 
ment want the machine. 

It is fitted with two sets of con- 
trols, so two pilots may aid in flying 
it. The landing gear is unusually 
strong, thirty-inch artillery type 
wheels being used.

‘cé VERY male person over 10 
[: years of age in the State of 
Sonora, Mexico, is armed and 


anxiously awaiting an opportunity to 
fight the hated gringos. Reports re- 
ceived in Sonora from other Mexican 
points reveal similar conditions. 

“Carranza cannot help himself. He 
must declare war on the United 
States—towards whom his own per- 
sonal feelings are known to be en- 
tirely friendly. If he fails in this, the 
anti-American crazed Mexicans will 
disregard him and choose a chief 
who will carry out their wishes—-the 
annihilation of every American in 
Mexico.” 

These statements were made yes- 
terday by John R. Henderson, a min- 
ing engineer with extensiye Mexican 
interests, who, with his’ brother, 
Harry, has just arrived in South 
Pasadena after a_ five-days’ flight 
from the country below the border. 
Mr. Henderson states his is not a 
personal viewpoint, but represents 
the gist of an extended conversation 
with the Mexican commandante of 
Altar, Sonora, last Sunday morning. 

Mr. Henderson and his brother 
were advised by the commandante, 
he stated, to leave Sonora an en- 
tire day before official notifications 
were sent out by the American Con- 


th Henderson says that the local 


authorities have their people under 
excellent control -and although 
thousands of American refugees 


were fleeing towards the border at 
the same time he and his brother 
made their start, no physical indig- 
nities of any kind were offered to the 
individual refugees. In the case of 
women and children, Mexican armed 
guards were supplied. At one time 
Henderson saw Mexican army offi- 
cials confiscate the motor car of 
an American, forcing him to walk 
the remaining distance to the border, 
but outside of this the fleeing Ameri- 
cans were unmolested. 

The local authorities in the vari- 
ous towns, according to Henderson, 
conduct their own affairs entirely 
apart from any control by the Car- 
ranza central government. These 
officials, while doing everything in 
their power to get resident Ameri- 
cans out of Mexico without blood- 
shed, are united in a desire to repel 
further invasions by American 
troops, and they will fight to defend 
thie principle. 

“Mexico ‘for Mexicans,” “Down 
with American: exploitation of our 
people,’ is the cry of the hour, say 
the Hendersons. The Pershing ex- 
pedition, it is stated, is held by the 
Mexican officials entirely responsible 
for the American crisis. The great 
mass of below-the-border people 
consider the Villa chase but a poor- 
ly-veiled excuse for American ag- 
gressions,

NOTHING TO FEAR 
FROM JAPANESE.

ONTARIO, June 25.—That talk 
of possible war between the United 
States and Japan is entirely on this 
side of the water and that there is 
far more likelihood of Japan going 
to war with Great Britain than with 


America, despite the fact of Eng- 
land and the Flowery Kingdom be- 
ing allied in the present European 
conflict, is the declaration of Charles 
E. Taylor of this city, who has 
Spent the past six months in Yoko- 
hama, in a letter to an Ontario 
friend. 

Mr, Taylor, who is a young rail- 
road man, in January of the present 
year received the appointment of 
assistant-general agent for the Can- 
adian Pacific in the Orient and has 
been in Japan since. Of the Japa- 
nese-American situation he has the 
following to eay: 

“The Japanese war scare is all 
in America. Previous to my com- 
ing here I shared the view of the 
average American that Japan was 
jealous of the United States. Japan 
as a nation and the Japanese people 
admire and respect the United States. 
They look upon us as a big friend 
and are genuinely hurt at the atti- 
tude taken towards them in the 
States. Americans over here are 
treated with sincere courtesy and 
good will. 

“Japan is jealous of England and 
of English and German territory in 
the Far Fast and there is far more 
likelihood of trouble between Japan 
and Great Britain’ than between 
Japan and America. 

“Japan is too. busy attending to 
her own prospects in the Orient to 
bother about the U.S.A. and I am 
certain that if any trouble ever 
starts between this country and ours, 
this country won't start it, and if 
our country starts it, they will get 
the worst trimming ever recorded in 
history, because these people are 
prepared.”

By 4 o'clock most of the equip- 
ment was On, or en route to, the 
cars, but so great was the crush 
of people around the armory and 
railroad tracks that it was more than 
an hour later before the last wag- 
on load was discharged into the 
baggage cars and the wagons loaded 
on flat cars.

Three Irrigation Systems to 
Cost Ten Millions. 


Weuld Male Productive Veet 
Fertile Area. 


Great Dam at Head of Kings 
River Proposed. 


Irrigation, reclamation and con- 
servation are so closely allied in the 
three big projects now being 
launched in San Joaquin Valley that 
they become almost inseparable. 

Kings county, such as is under the 
irrigation of Kings River, has united 
with the Kings River Control and 
Conservation district, which contem- 
plates the construction of a $6,000,- 
000 dam at the head-waters of Kings 
River, where a huge natural reser- 
voir site was some years ago filed on 
by L. A. Nares and Engineer I. Tiel- 
man. About 1,200,000 acres of land 
now under irrigation, but which in 


years of lean water supply could use 
many more second-feet of water for 


irrigation, are embraced in the 
Kings county unit of the conserva- 


pany, the El] Rico Land Company, | 
Kings County Development Com- 
pany and many other extensive land 
owners have agreed to embrace their 
holdings within the proposed water 
district and there remains only & 
small portion of the 266,000 acres 
unsigned. 

Recently, since the Tulare Lake 
project became a live proposition a 
company of New York capitalists, 
uniting with others from Utah has 
purchased 42,000 acres of land near 
Hennrieta, a small station west of 
Lemoore, and water from the spill- 
way of the Tulare Lake Water dis- 
trict will be procured with which to 
irrigate the tract. A system of ar- 
tesian wells will also be sunk to 
provide an auxiliary irrigation sys- 
tem. This tract will be subdivided 
and settled by Utah farmers who are 
being colonized now. 

Summing up these three big irri- 
gation schemes the aggregate of out- 
lay in money contemplated reaches 
between $10,000,000 and $14,000,000, 
the expenditure of which will likely 
be made within the coming eighteen 
months, if the promoters of the 
propositions meet with the success 
the present status gives promise of. 

IN TULARE COUNTY. 

Three important irrigation projects 
are under way in Tulare county 
which will eventually put under 
ditch over 100,000 acres of citrus, 
vineyard and deciduous lands. 

Voters have already approved of 
the issue of $1,400,000 in bonds for 
the construction of the irrigation 
system for the Lindsay-Strathmore 
district, which will irrigate 15,500 
acres of exceptionally high-grade 
orange and lemon lands lying in a 
narrow strip at the base of the foot- 
hills south from Exeter to the 
Strathmore townsite. Water is to 
be developed from a series of deep 
wells which are to be located on a 
tract of 1200 acres of land lying 
between the Kaweah and St. John’s

A comprehensive course in general 
nursing, including the care of 
wounds, bandaging, antiseptics, set- 
ting broken bones, extraction of bul- 
lets and similar practical subjects, 
is to be maintained for the benefit 
of class entrants.

It appears that the field of nurs- 
ing can best be entered through the 
Red Cross Society, the government 
having no present method of pro- 
cedure for directly supplying the 
armies with female nurses. Such 
information as is available concern- 
ing prospects of positions and pro- 
fessional requirements may be ob- 
tained by inquiry at the various 
branch offices of the society. 

While there is-as yet no actual 
certainty of war, or of the National 
Guard now mobilizing being sent in- 
to Mexico, the fact that the Red 
Cross practically pays its own ex- 
penses seems to make probable, in 
the opinion of some officers, the use 
of a number of nurses in army hos- 
pitals.

The lake land owners are form- 
ing, instead of an irrigation dis- 
trict, a water district, and the funds 
raised through the sale of the bonds 
which they propose to float, will be 
used to construct a cement concrete 
reservoir covering 20,000 acres of 
the lake and the flood waters of 
Kings, Kern and Tule rivers will be 
held in check therein until] the reser- 
voir becomes full and at that stage 
it will flow into a spillway and be 
taken to the west side plains, where 
thousands of acres are thirsting for 
the lack of irrigation water at this 
time. By uniting with the Kings 
River conservation scheme in con- 
nection with their plan for reclaim- 
ing the lake basin the lake land 
owners hope to lessen the cost of 
their own individual project by re- 
ducing the amount of flood waters 
which their works would have to 
handle.

Paul's statement, “I have fought 
the good fight,” was the text of 
a sermon by Rev. Chester Ferris at 
Park Congregational Church vyester- 
day in the course of which he said: 

“Men love a fight. On any busy 
errand, they will stop for a while 
to see a fight. If they think of 
Christianity, as a bloodless propo- 
sition, without daring enterprise 
that calls for the martial! spirit, they 
are pretty sure to avoid it. It is 
the ‘crusade,” the ‘campaign,’ that 
enlists men. Even a contentious, 
scrappy congregation is more popu- 
lar than a pink and white organi- 
zation, where there is no battle be- 
cause there is no virile enterprise. 
Yet in the army, men need not 
fight among themselves, but united- 
ly attack the common enemy. And 
the church that its properly busy 
in overcoming its natural foe, may 
well be at harmony within itself. 

“The lust for battle is in the 
blood and the responsibility of the 
church is to lift the scene of the 
fray above fist fights to the arena of 
the spirit; to make the foe not a 
neighbor but a real evil; and to turn 
the attention from self to the social 
cause. Then the man of fighting 
propensities becomes a champion, a 
hero, a builder, a social benefactor.

“Today as Americans we are gath- 
ering together and our ears are 
filled with the din of a discord that 
is so great, the clamor of diver- 
gent voices and ideas ts so sharp 
that it is very difficult for us to 
distinguish between those notes of 
clamor and din that are in harmony 
with the great keynote of the gos- 
pel and those which are out of har- 
mony with the gospel. It behooves 
every Christian in America today to 
think of the great problem before 
him. President Wilson is think-

PLYMOUTH CONGREGATIONAL. 

THE WORST SIN IS PROCRASTINATION, BE- 

CAUSE IT DEPLETES CHURCHES, FILLS 
PRISONS AND HELPS EVIL. 


Rev. George A. Andrews, D. D., 
of the Pivmouth Congregationnl 
Church preached Sunday morning 


on “The Worst Sin,.”’ taking his text 
from I Kings, xvili:21, “Why halt 
ye between two opinions?” He said 
in part; ? 

“The worst sin is not necessarily 
the most brutal nor the most ob- 
scene nor the most criminal. Theft 
is not the worst sin, nor adultery, 
nor yet murder. The sin which 
causes these flagrant offenses must 
be considered worse than the of- 
fenses themselves. So in seeking for 
the verv worst sin we must go be- 
hind all of the common manifesta- 
tions of men’s wickedness and look 
for the sin which causes the w'ck- 
edness. The worst sin is the causal 
sin. It is the sin described in the 
text as the ‘halting between two 
opinions.’ The worst sin is the sin 
of procratination. 

“This is the worst sin because in 
ite nature it is the sin of the weak 
and the shiftless. It is the sin which 
depletes churches and retards the 
Kingdom of God. Most men believe 
in the Church and admire the Chris- 
tian life. Mant think that they will 
attend church, perhaps unite with 
the church sometime. It is onlv the 
fin. of procrastination which keeps 
them out of the church now and 
which keeps them unengaged in any 
form of Christian work. 

“While this sin depletes’ the 
churches, it fills our prisons and ad- 
vances the kingdom of evil. There 
is no way to escape the entangle- 
ments of this worst sin except to 
choose now to serve God and to fol- 
low Christ.” 


REV. S. M. BERNARD. 
PICO HEIGHTS CHRISTIAN. 
OUR TODAY TOWARD &stFFERING 
BUT IMPTDFENT MEXICO Is THAT

In Pico Heights Christian Church 
last night Rev. S. M Bernard spoke 
on the Mexican situation, founding 
his sermon on Paul's address to the 
Athenians on Mar’s Hill as recorded ¢ 
in Acts xvil, He said in part: 

“We have been led step by step 
toward war with our neighboring 
country, Mexico. The principles un- 
deriving our attitude toward Mex- 
ico are announced by the Apostle 
Paul as he laid down to the Athen- 
ians the fundamental! law of Christ. 

“(1) ‘God hath made of one ev- 
ery nation of men to dwell on the face 
of the earth. having determined 


their appointed seasons and_ the 
bounds of their habitation.’ 
“The Greeks thought that each 


nation was separate and indigenous 
to its own soil. The Christian 
teaching is different. Every na- 
tion is joined by the ties of love to. 
every other nation and the stronger 
is to bea big brother tothe weaker. 
This is our attitude today toward 
suffering but impudent Mexico. 

“(2) Paul stated to his hearers 
that they were very religious. Mex- 
ico is very religious today, but re- 
ligion is only worth as much as it 
is capable of doing in the way of 
benefiting man and judging the tree 
by its frult, Mexico needs to know 
more of that ‘Unknown God’ whom 
Paul declared to be the solution of 
a nation’s ills. 

“(3) They spent their time in 
hearing and telling some new thing. 
Mexico has been doing the same. 
They seemed willing to hear of our 
governmental plans and to co-pper- 
ate with us in the capturing of Vil- 
la. Then they turned upon us and 
wanted to do their own way. irre- 
spective of our rights, our wisdom, 
our precedents. 

‘God hath appointed a day 
in which he will judge the world 
in righteousness.” In that day he 
will take Into consideration the ex- 
hausted patience of our nation, the 
overtures of peace which we have 
made, the slaughter of the inno- 
cents by the bandits and (finally

“The clansmen of Calvary are 
filled with a common purpose. Their 
purpose was born in the heart of 
their Chieftain. The purpose which 
brought Him into this world speeds 
their feet through this world seeking 
to save. 

“The clansmen of Calvary stand 
upon a common principle, and they 
stand by one another. Members of 
fraternal societies know full well the 
advantage of jbeing able to give, at 
times, the distress signal. But no se- 
cret society on this earth should take 
better care of its members, should 
represent a closer tie of brother- 
hood, should feel the common heart- 
throb of the race, mere intensely 
than the clansmen of Calvary. They 
represent the most aggressive force 
on earth, and their hosts are march- 
ing to inevitable victory until their 
banners shall be planted upon every 
hill top and waving in every valley. 
But they trample no fields, sack no 
cities, break no hearthstones, damn 
no lives to gain their conquests. They 
lift but never drag down.

Taking for his text 
Jonah 1:3, he said in part: 

“Tonight there are men and wom- 
en in this audience who have come 
to Los Angeles, and in this new en- 
vironment are face to face with stu- 
pendous opportunity. Will you stand 
or fall? Will you fight or run? 
Jonah really attempted the impos- 
sible. He thought he could get away 
from God and from the sense of 
duty, but he could just as easily get 
away from his own shadow, from the 
blood in his veins, from the hair on 
his head, as he could get away from 
God and conscience. Don’t vou 
think, Jonah, that you can run away 
from God. Many, like an ostrich, 
think they can stick their head in a 
hole and thereby be secure. It was 
an utterly unreasonable flight, 
prompted by pride and presumption. 
No man follows that path of truancy 
without paying the penalty both in 
this life and in the worid to come.” 


REV. J. E. ENMAN. 
EAST CONGREGATIONAL. 

ERE ARE FOL ASE ; 

AND NOT ne IGNORED” 
BY THE TRUE CHRISTIAN. 

Rev. James E. Enman preached 
yesterday morning at the East Con- 
gregational Church on the theme 
“Sufficiently Good,” his text being, 
“Except your righteousness shall ex- 
ceed the righteousness of the Scribes 
and Pharisees, ye shall in no case 
enter the kingdom of heaven.” 
Matthew 5:20. He said, in part: 

“There are four aspects of this 
great requirement of Jesus, and no 
one of these can be ignored by any 
person who woul! attain unto the 
quality of life characterized as ‘suf- 
ficiently good.’ For each of these 
four phases of right living blends 
with the other three phases, and if 
any one is deficient the whole is 
consequently imperfect. 

“These aspects of the suffictentty 
good life may be characterized as 
consisting in four thoroughgoing ef- 
forts to get right with one’s self. 
with others, with the world. and 
with God. Some modern religious 
teachers emphasize the last of these 
four ideas, almost entirely ignoring 
the other three, and claiming in jus- 
tification of their method that if a 
man is right in his fourth aspect of 
religious life the others will follow 
as a matter of course. Jesus takes 
a different view and deals with these 
relationships of life in the order 
just given. He insists on all four 
aspects as absolutely essential to 
~ 0a and complete Christian liv- 
nz. 

“A man has to ive with himself 
all the time, so he should see to it 
that he is always in good company. 
And as life develops frem within, 
there must be a pure and whole- 
some individualism before there 
can be any worthy social service. 

“The second requirement is: get 
right with others. We must get 
right with our fellow men before 
we can rationally hope to have our 
acts of adoration acceptable to God. 

“Get right with the world, is the 
third line in the correction of error. 
The man who is sacrificing his man- 
hood to gain worldly goods, and the 
woman who is sacrificing her wom- 
anhood to be in fashion, is not right 
with the world. Make the world 


of things subserve you, while you 
serve God with the whole heart 
fervently. 


“Finally, get right with God. The 
sufficiently good Christian lives face 
to face and heart to heart with God. 
to the world, and to God he feels 
that he will be satisfied when he 
daily approximates God in this four- 
fold aspect of Christianity.”

County School Superinténdent 
Deplores Gossip. 


Public School Day Programme 
Given by Students. 


Force of Example Emphasized 
by One Speaker. | | 


The second annual public school 
day of Trinity Methodist Episcopal 
Church was held yesterday morning 
at Trinity Auditorium. Mark Kep- 
pel, county  superinterident of 
schools, and former Judge Waldo 
M. York, member of the Board of 
Education, were the principal speak- 
ers. 


Mr. Keppel delivered a short ad- 
dress on “Wastefulness,” in which 
he touched upon the present form of 
city and county government. He 
said in part: “We have city and 
county governments, in two separate 
offices. They perform the same 
functions and in the action waste 
from $1,500,000 to $2,000,000 per 
year. This enormous waste could 
be avoided if the two offices were 
combined. 

“There are many forms of waste- 
fulness. There is the waste caused 
by the war, the waste caused by fire, 
that caused by intemperance, and 
worst of all the waste of time caused 
by talking. This time could be used 
to better advantage by thinking. 
Listening to gossip, slander, false- 
hood, or untrue reports is not be- 
coming to anyone and should be 
avoided. Public officials, some of 
whom are prone to listen to false 
reports, should not give credence to 
these. Experience should teach 
them that every person who is dis- 
satisfied with civic government is 
willing to air his views and nothing 
pleases chronic kickers more than 
to tell an official what is wrong with 
office.”’ 


THE FORCE OF EXAMPLE. 


Former Judge York's subject was 
“Christian Citizenship.”” He said 
that as the United States is presum- 
ably a Christian nation it should 
employ Christian rules for its af- 
fairs. He sketched the history of 
the nation from the landing of the 
Pilgrims at Plymouth Rock to the 
present day, and finished by touch- 
ing upon the methods used in public 
schools today. 

“Teachers,” said Judge York, 
“are required to teach in all grades 
the harmful effects of narcotics. It 
is not right or just to employ a 
teacher who smokes or drinks te 
impress upon the youthful mind the 
wear and tear upon the body by the 
very habits which he himself in- 
duiges in. The best way to impress 
the wrong of these destructive things 
is by example, and a teacher who 
does not smoke or drink is surely & 
better example of the value of ab- 
stinence than one who does.”

A N INSOLENT DEMAND. 

The striking longshoremen at the har- 
bor are showing of how little use to the 
community, to his family or to himself a 
closed-shop union-labor striker can be. The 


‘leaders of the strikers have gone so far as 


to attempt to dictate to the city authorities 
of Los Angeles what ordinances they shall 
enact and what course they shall pursue. 

There are 800 poles belonging to the city of 
Los Angeles and needed for use in the municti- 
pal electrical distributing system now lying 
on pier Ain Wilmington. It is necessary that 
these be moved to the creosoting plant at 
Wilmington for creosoting and painting and 
then brought into Los Angeles to be distrib- 
uted and planted. — 

The strikers have issued their decree that 
no pole shall leave pier A until their de- 
mands are granted, and that any pole that 
shall be handled, or creosoted, or painted, 
or loaded, or unloaded on a car or a truck 
by nonunion men shall never be planted in 
Los Angeles and that the harbor commis- 
sioners must sign an agreement to pay 
union wages and employ only union man or 
the poles shall never leave pier A. 

These foolish strikérs, in their attempt to 
coerce the city authorities of Los Angeles to 
submit to their domination will find that 
they have started something they cannot 
finish. The longshoremen are injuring only 
their families, themselves and the cause of 
lawful unionism by their foolish strike and 
their exceedingly foolish attempt to estab- 
lish the rule of the closed shop in this open- 
shop city. | 

Local Union No. 61, 1.B.E.W., in a formal 
commnnication to the Los Angeles Board of 
Harbor Commissioners, calls the attention of 
the commissioners to the fact that the State 
Harbor Commissioners at San Francisco 
and at Seattle have signed an agreement 
with the longshoremen and dock workers 
ylelding to the demands of the strikers, 
and Local Union No. 61, LB.E.W., of San 
Pedro says to the Los Angeles Harbor Com- 
missioners that similar surrender by it 
“would relieve the acute situation which 
now exists and prevent any further com- 
plications which might arise should mate 
rial be handled by nonunion men under pos- 
sible police protection.” — 

The only answer that Los Angeles should 
make to this insolent communication should 
be the appointment of 300 special police 
men armed with rifles, with instructions 
protect nonunion workers. | 


CONSCIENTIOUS OBJECTOR. 

A phase of the British compulsory mil- 
itary service bill which is creating much 
discussion in the English newspapers is the 
fate of the conscientious objector, whose 
attitude has been grudgingly recognized by 
the authorities. 

At present numerous men thus described 
are in prison for refusing to serve, not as 
combatant soldiers, but in menial positions 
as barrack servants. The authorities, hav- 
ing accepted the evidence of the conscien- 
tious objections to killing, have neverthe 
less insisted that such men serve in other 
capacities under military law. 

The most notable case is that of a Mr. 


‘Chappelow, an official of the education de- 


partment of the London County Council. 
Haled before the tribunal to show just 
cause why he should not serve his country 
as a soldier, he successfully established con- 
scientious objection to shedding blood. But 
he was immediately enlisted as 4 noncom- 
batant and set to sweeping barracks and 
waiting on table. According to Bernard 
Shaw and his other sympathizers the man 
is highly educated, with great literary tal- 
ent, and an unusual aptitude for problems 


of national education. Where, they ask, is 


the economy, the wisdom, the necessity in 
putting such a man to menia) work while 
education is still quite as important a na- 
tional necessity? Mr. Chappelow’s repeated 
refusal to do the work allotted to him has 
resulted in his conviction to a term of im- 
prisonment, and thus his labors are lost in 
both departments. 

- It is a question with which this country 
may very reasonably be confronted at some 
future time. On the face of it Mr. Chap- 
pelow’s case isa hard one. Exemptions from 
military service are being made in thou- 
sands of cases where the civil work is ~™ 
garded as of as much importance as the 
military work. Since the man has appar 


ently a good record as an educator it would . 


seem that he could have been exempted on 
this head. But the fact is that the author- 
ities have no patience with conscientious 
objection and are taking it out in spite. 
There is another case which is equally 
equivocal. A man with a taste for cavalry 
gave up a good civil position to enlist in a 
cavalry regiment, but after a short term of 
service his health broke down and he was 
incapacitated for all but noncombatant du- 
ties. He naturally expected to return to 
civil life and occupation. But no. The au- 
thorities insisted that he was. quite well 
enough to ‘wait upon officers’ mess and 


promptly allotted him that task, declining 


to give him an honorable discharge. So 
this man of standing and position, who 
eagerly volunteered to fight and made the 
great sacrifice of his civil position, now 
find that he is merely a servant, often walit- 
ing upon men very much his inferior. 

These are two cases out of many thou- 
sands which are causing much agitation in 
England just now. It is certainly a question 
that should be settled and defined. When a 
man volunteers to fight for his country it is 
ignominious to be required to wait at table 
and wash dishes. Such jobs have to be 
done, of course, but there should be some 
more discriminating way of alloting them. 
What the military authorities obviously 
need is a little imagination. Even the man 
who cannot or will not fight can surely, if 
he has shown himself able, be put to more 
useful occupation than washing dishes. 

If the volunteer system is to be a success 
men must know exactly what they are vol- 
unteering for. It may be a national offense 
for a man to refuse to help defend his coun- 
try, but are we prepared to regard it as 
criminal if he refuses to wash dishes for 
the officers’ mess.

HE DOMINANT ISSUE. | 
The most sharply defined issue before 
the voters at the coming election will bean 
economic one. There is nothing sentimen- 
tal about a tariff. Neither strains of poetry 


or against it. It was said of the late James 
G. Blaine that he could provoke an audience 
to cheers by discussing the multiplication 
table, but even he failed to enliven a tariff 
schedule with his eloquence. 

It is a proverb that “unsettled questions 
have no pity for the repose of mankind,” 
and the tariff, after a century of discussion, 
is still more or less unsettled. All other 
political questions which preceded or ac 
companied or succeeded the Civil War have 
been settled and determined and placed, be- 
yond controversy, on a Republican basis, 
and in their final settlement Democrat¢é 
have sullenly or cheerfully acquiesced. 
There are probably few Democrats in all- 
the land today who would, if they could, 
revive the dead corpse of the Southern Con- 
federacy, or strike the war amendments 
from the Federal Constitution, or exhume 
poor old sixteen-to-one from his grave and 
gend him over the land crying for a fifty- 
cent dollar. 

The principal difference between Repub- 
licans and Democrats with respect to Amer- 
icanism or preparedness or foreign policies 
or in dealing with Mexico is that the Demo- 
crats content themselves with indorsing the 
Wilsonian( policy of saying things, while 
the Repub s propose to do things. 

There are a few other questions, of great- 
er or less importance, about which the two 
parties differ. Democrats in their Baltimore 
platform favored exemption from tolls of 
American coastwise ships passing through 
the Panama Canal, and then Mr. Wilson and 
his Congress smashed that plank of their 


fidy is costing the producera and consumers 
of California miflions of dollars per annum. 
California Republican Congressmen will 
fight for a restoration of the tolls exemption 
law. 

Republicans propose to free our commerce 
with the Orient from the strangle clutch 
of the Seaman's law and Democrats propose 
to tighten the clutch with Mr. Wilson's ship- 
purchasing law.

For thirty-two years after the first elec- 
tion of Abraham Lincoln, during which time 
the Republican party held power, no people 
ever prospered as did the people of the 


Michigan and Wisconsin and Minnesota and 
Washington the lumbermen were clearing 
the forests and guiding the logs down the 
streams and turning them into great piles 
of boards and scantling, and each lumber- 
jack was earning 50 per cent. more than 
his Canadian brother. In the mines of the 
Alleghenies and the Rockies the worker 
swung his pick without fear of free coal 
from Nova Scotia to lower his wages. The 
iron miner worked in the pits knowing that 
between him and the competition of the 
laborers in foreign mines was the wall of 
a protective tariff. The breezes of the 
Mexican Gulf tossed the plumage of cane- 
fields whose harvesting brought sure profit 
to the sugar planter who was protected from 
West Indian and South American competi- 
tion by the Republican tariff. In California 
the orchardists gathered their crops with no 
fear that citrus fruit from Sicily, cultivated 
by laborers who earned forty cents a day, 
would make their groves profitiess, and the 
wool wer sheared his flocks with no 
epectegp competition from Australia or the 
Arge e to menace him with bankruptcy. 

Then, like a Kansas cyclone sweeping 
over the land, wrecking towns and devasta- 
ting forests and fields, came the Demo- 
cratic victory of 1892, and for the first 
time in thirty-four years the Democrats

SOME DEATHS OF 
PABLO LOPEZ. 


[Louisville Courier - Journal:] 
Pablo Lopez is again killed. This 
time by a firing squad and in obe- 
dience to the orders of Constitu- 
tionalist soldiers. 

So often has the death of Pablo 
Lopez occurred, and in circumstan- 
ces Bo Various, that there is little 
left to be said of his pagsing that is 
not mere repetition. 

Among the more recent deaths of 
Pablo Lopez were those which oc- 
curred during the Columbus raid 
and shortly afterward. He was 
killed somewhere south of the line 
soon after he fell during the raid. 
He had met death, almost heroic- 
ally, from time to time for a couple 
of, years before the Columbus incti- 
dent. 

The Chihuahua correspondent 
says that when Senor Lopez faced 
the firing squad he smiled until his 
white teeth shone beneath his 
black mustache and, placing his 
hand upon his heart, said: 

“In the breast, brothers, in the 
breast.” 

How characteristic. Lopez al- 
ways has died dramatically, and 
with the graceful nonchalance of the 
true hidalgo. Bad hombre that he 
has been, he has never showed the 
white feather during the dark mo- 
ment immediately preceding death 
by violence. He has, invariably, 
passed the matter off as if the basic 
principle of his courage were a 
seorn of life, or as if, weary of the 
fitful fever of military activity, he 
was inclined to the peace of the 
“windowless palaces of rest.” 

It is the general understanding 
that Pablo Lopez broke each of the 
Ten Commandments, whenever the 
opportunity presented itself. 

There is a tale about an epitaph 
carved upon a rude headstone In the 
Bad Landa of Texas by cronies of a 
cowpuncher who died with his sins 
hot in his soul. There was little 
that could be said truthfully about 
his virtues. Criminal annals were 
full of records of his failings. But 


one respect the deceased had set an 
example. The inscription was: ; 


Pictures of Pablo Lopez have re- 
vealed him as a constant smoker of 
cigarettes. There seems to be 
nothing commendatory that can be 
said about him with conviction, un- 
less it is that whenever he meets 
death he meets it unflinchingly. 
Never did he die more unflinchingly 
than he did at Chihuahua. He will 
die just as gamely next time. 

That is the sort of a man Pablo 
Lopez is.

National Editorial Service. 
IS CANCER HEREDITARY? 


{CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES) 
BY FRANCIS CARTER WOOD, M.D. 


Director of Cancer Research, Colum- 
bia University. 


ANCER is not hereditary. Al- 
though this scourge is taking 
its place with tuberculosis and 
insanity as the great fear of those 
whose family records show its oc- 
currence, and although large resour- 
ces of money and time are being 
expended upon the investigation of 


‘eancer in its relation to inheritance, 


so far there is nothing to show that 
it can be transmitted from parents 
to children. | 
One of the qualities of a first-rate 
grandmother in these days is, in the 
popular mind, at least, that she 
must not have had cancer. And yet, 
as a matter of fact, the only exper!- 
ments going to show that liability 
to cancer is hereditary have been 


breeding of mice. The frequency 
with which white mice affected by 
cancer transmit the disease has led 
the uncritical to believe that the 
same thing is true of man. These 
experiments, however, are inade- 


quate to prove any guch sweeping 
assumption. Whilethere isno ques- 
tion that such transmission is a fact, 
the increase in susceptibility can 
be obtained only in certain strains 
of white mice, not in all varieties, 
and has not been observed in white 
rats, guinea-pigs, rabbits, dogs, or 
other animals in which cancer oc- 
curs. The breeding conditions in 
the strains of mice on which the ex- 
periments have been tried and about 
which so much has been printed, are 
so different from those which oc- 
cur in mankind that no comparison 
is possible. In those strains in 
which cancer becomes more fre- 
quent after inbreeding, every parent 
either has had cancer or has come 
from a cancerous ancestor; and this 
is manifestly impossible in the hu- 
man race. 

A human family with so serious 
a disease taint invariably slowly 
tapers down and eventually dies out. 
It would be impossible for a race 
to breed for cancer except under ar- 
tificial laboratory conditions. 

There have been certain famous 
families in history, such as the Na- 
poleons, in which a large number 
of eases have appeared. But there 
is nothing to show that it was not 
pure accident. There are a certain 
number of cancer cases in the 
world, there are a certain number 
of people. By the laws that govern 
what we for lack of knowledge call 
chance, an unusually large number 
of cases may occur ig any one fam- 
ily while other families no more. 
healthy may be fmmune. No one 


cards would ascribe such an oc- 
currence to heredity and yet many 
people spend time and money walt- 
ing for this very thing to happen 
and know that it will occur sooner 
or later. If the accident of several 
cases of cancer occurs in a family 
conspicuous enough it will start a 
superstition hard to eradicate from 
the popular mind. 

At the present time the mortality 
records of all countries are so im- 
perfect that no scientific conclusions 
can be drawn from them as to the 
possibility of any hereditary in- 
fluence on the occurrence of cancer. 
Only with the improvement in these 
records, and this will take another 
twenty years, at least, will there be 
sufficient facts available to warrant 
an opinion. In the meantime, the 
valuable records of the life insur- 
ance companies are being examined 
with great thoroughness, but as the 
companies avoid issuing policies to 
persons with cancerous histories, 
and as the person insured is not 
likely to talk freely of cases of can- 
cer which have occurred in his fam- 
fly, these records are also imperfect. 

In the meantime, one thing is 
certain: cancer is curable. The old 
fear of an incurable and an inva- 
riaDly fatal disease has been largely 
removed. One woman out of every 
eight reaching the age of forty-five, 
and one man out of every fourteen 
reaching the same age will die of 
cancer. It is now known that this 
disease is one of the most important 
causes of death after the age of 
forty-five. After the disease reaches 
a certain stage it is,incurable and 
is invariably fatal. But if it can 
be diagnosed in its early stage, 
then the cancer can be removed 
with a great probability of a per- 
manent cure. This fact does not 


and it is for this reason that phy- 
sicians, boards of health, and others 
who are interested in public health 
and welfare work are so anxious to 
show that much more than is being 
accomplished at present can be done 
to cure cancer in its early stages. 
The cause of cancer is still un- 
known. The disease is quite unlike 
those due to germs, of which so 
much has been learned in the last 
thirty years, and no germ which is 
capable of causing cancer in human 
beings or in animals has been found. 
It is generally appreciated that the 
campaign of education in regard 
to tuberculosis which has been con- 
ducted for the last twenty years in 
America has resulted in a very great 
diminution in the number of deaths 
from this disease, largely because 
people have been taught not to de- 
lay in consulting a physician; it is 
perfectly possible to produce the 


‘tients suffering from the disease can 
be taken to a physician and can 
have the cancer removed while it 
is still in an early stage. Until fur- 
ther discoveries have been made by 
those who are devoting their time 
to the investigation of this disease, 
the education of the public is the 
only way in which this scourge can 
be diminished and the excessive fear 
of it removed.

FLOTATION PLANTS TO OPER- 


ATE IN NEAR FUTURE. 
Exploration of Mines at Depth 
Also Gives Promise of Increas- 
ing Production, with New Treat- 
ment System in Action—Optimis- 
tic Spirit is Gaining Color. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

GOLDFIELD (Nev.) June 23.— 
The end of June will signalize the 
opening of a new era of production 
in Goldfield, made possible by the 
operation of two oil flotation plants 
with combined capacity for about 
1400 tons daily. Equipment for 
these big plants, installed by the 


Goldfield Consolidated and Florence 


companies, is now being installed. 
Exhaustive tests, conducted upon a 
commercial scale, 


flotation process in its application to 
the treatment of refractory ores of 
the Goldfield district. 

New developments in a number of 
mines in the district are almost 
equally important in their effect up- 


on future production. The work of 
exploring the properties at depth has 


been attended by heavy expense, and 
the presence of copper 
base elements in the deep- 
level ores has hitherto been an 
insuperable obstacle to the market- 
ing of any but the richest ore of 
this character. Flotation comes as 
a solution of this problem, afford- 
ing a market for vast quantities of 
ore of medium and low grade and 
containing copper, from which there 
has heretofore been no means of de- 
riving a profit. 

An encouraging sign of the times, 
emphasizing the confidence reposed 
in the district by men of means, is 
to be seen in the resumption of de- 
velopment work at depth on several 
properties that have been inactive for 
sometime past, and in the inaugu- 
ration of new work, in virgin.terri- 
tory. The success obtained in pros- 
pecting at depth by means of a 
core drill on the Silver Pick has 
stimulated interest in this method 
of prospecting and other companies 
are likely to adopt this system. Out- 
lying territory is being carefully 
prospected and discoveries have been 
made at the surface that are likely 
to lead to development at depth. 

Manager J. W. Hutchinson ex- 
presses gratification over the prog- 
ress that is being made in assembling 
the equipment for the new flotation 
Plant of the Goldfield Consolidated, 
which includes forty-eight pneu- 
matic flotation cells and will have a 
capacity of 1000 tons daily. In the 


absence of unforseen obstacles the 


plant will be in full operation be- 
fore the end of the current month. 
In May the company’s mill, employ- 
ing the cyanide process, treated 32,- 
400 tons of ore, of low average grade, 
and the company has been cleaning 
up all the ore that would yield the 
smallest profit by cyanidation, in 
preparation for starting the regular 
extraction of its gold-copper

Notes on Potash, 

MOJAVE, June 5.—Q.: (1) Will 
you please classify the inclosed 
sample? (2) What is a simple test 
for potash? (3) What. is present 
value of potash? (4) at is 
process for refining potash? (5) 
Has California a refinery for pot- 
ash? N. 

A.: (1) Until we are given more 
facts regarding the minute sample 
of a white substance; whether a na- 
tive salt, or one obtained by chemi- 
cal manipulation, there is but little 
to add. Correspondents should give 
full information regarding locality 
where samples come from, and rely 
upon this department not to take 
advantage of the knowledge so ob- 


tained. 

(2.) There is no simple test for 
potash. Some weeks ago a square, 
yellow pasteboard box was received 
with no address thereon, and, which 
address, probably, was lost in transit. 
The box was filled with a whitish- 
gray substance of vitreous luster; 
hardness 2; of brittle tenacity; of 
pentagonal habit, and in structure 
partly effloresced. The contained 
samples are 1.75 in sp. weight. 
Soluble in water, and of alum taste. 
This mineral fused easily before the 
blow pipe, and frothed in its water 
of crystallization. Cobalt nitrate 
solution (one drop) placed on the 
fusion, turned the color into an “in- 
tense blue.” With soda a hepar re- 
action followed. The samples were, 
and are, kalinite (potesh alum,) and 
show over 18 per cent., soluble in 
water, potassium sulphate. Car- 
bonates, nitrates, chlorides, and sul- 
phates of the alkaline metals, placed 
in minute portions before the blow- 

ipe, and subjected to a very high 

eat, will give an alkaline reac- 
tion, when moistened with water: 
placed on turmeric paper, and, if 
alkali is present, the paper will turn 
brown. 

If we drop a small chip of sodium 


on water, collect and light the gas 


formed thereby the color of the 
flame will be yellow. If a plece of 
potassium is subjected to the same 
test, the flame will be violet. A

These lands 
lie in the extreme south end of the 
San Joaquin Valley, which receives 
less rainfall than any other portion 
of the valley, the average being four 


Pumps irrigate approximately 20,000 
acres more. 

The Kern River heads in the high 
Sierras at the base of Mt. Whitney, 
the highest mountain in Califor- 
nia or the United States. The mean 
flow of the river as derived from 


about 4000 cubic feet per second. 
This high water period occurs when 
the snow is melting in May, June 
and July. The present year is one 
of almost maximum height, for the 
river which has flowed bank full 
for several months and although it 
is now receding, the estimates for 
the past week are 4800 cubic feet per 
second. 

This results In the river being 4 
times, while at other 


have to be done by the State, as it 
would be too extensive to be car- 
ried out by private owners, and a 
solution of the problem 
would include condemnation of many 
of the rights now held. 
Surrounding the country provided 
with the system of irrigation, is a 
much greater area not having any 
right or interest in the appropria- 
tion of the water from Kern River, 
and much of this can be supplied 
by means of wells, the water being 
raised by pumping machinery.
